A fter ix night of unrelax ed tension, 
the outgrow th of the anti-B ritish ac­ 
tivities in the Yangtse river region, all

Shanghai, while the m en of the B rit­ 
ish concession are concentrated in two 


buildings. 
M any of the Am erican women and 
children, who had been concentrated 
a t the American consulate, have been

The situation continues to be most 
grave, w ith the British naval and civil 
authorities straining every effort to 
avert 
clashes 
and 
yielding

ex tent which a

years ago would not have been dream 
ed of, all because it is realized tha t 
the sm allest provocation sp ark might 
sta rt blaze of uncontrollable N ational­ 
ist disorder.

T uesday all the volunteer police forces 
have been disarmed and the Chinese 
p op ulation left free to circulate at 
will the British quarter.

Make Ready Now 
for Gardening 


Never Too Soon to Get 
Equipment Ready for 
Growing Early Plants. 
I 


The vegetable gardening department 
at Cornell says that everything should 
be made ready to grow early plants 
long before the equipment is really 
needed. The equipment in« 'tides plenty 
of 
good 
soil, 
tlats, 
pots, 
spotting 
boards, hot bed sash, mats to protect 
the frames, and manure suited for hot 
bed use. 
Equipment Short Lived. 
All of these things are exposed con­ 
stantly to warmth and moisture when 
they are used, and so have a short 
life at best. 
Flats may need re-nail­ 
ing, sash possibly should be re-glazed, 
and other small items of carpentry 
be done to good advantage. 
Soil for growing plants should be 
well 
mixed 
and 
screened 
so 
that 
lumps, stone and trash are removed. 
Soil too rich tends to produce plants 
which are spindly and thus easily sus­ 
ceptible to damping-off disease. 
Com­ 
post consisting of well-rotted manure, 
loam, and sand added makes a good 
mixture. The sand keeps the soil from 
baking and crusting and will prevent 
puddling when the soil is watered. 
Spacing Device Helps. 
A device for spacing the plants in 
the tlats or beds is a labor saver for 
transplanting 
seedling 
plants. 
The 
state college uses spotting boards with 
pegs spaced one and a half by one and 
a half and two by two inches. 
This 
device can he made of pine lumber by 
any one. “ Cut a board of three-fourths 
inch material the length and width of 
your flats,” says the college. 
“Drill 
five-eighths-inch holes in this hoard 
the desired distance apart (one and a 
half bv one and a half or two by two 
inches) and Into these holes set pegs 
about two inches long which have been 
tapered down to one-fourth inch diam­ 
eter at the tip. 
Cleats nailed on the 
ends will insure even spacing of the 
spotting board provided all your flats 
are of the sam e size. 
In one opera­ 
tion you firm the soil and mark the 
flat with 
a 
series of holes evenly 
spaced to receive the seedling. 
Even 
spacing in the flat gives more uni­ 
form 
growth 
of the seedlings, 
and 
the straight rows aid in cultivating 
the seed lines.”

Use of Rotted Manure 
far Enrichment o; Soil 


Lotted manure lias its place in cer­ 
tain forms of soil enrichment but it 
should be remembered that manure j 
cannot rot without a distinct loss in 
fertility elements. 
A 
ton of rotten 
manure may represent anywhere fnen 
a ton and a half to two tons of fresh 
manure,'depending on how long the 
rotting has been going on. 
For the 
quick starting and rapid growth of i 
trucking crops farm waste in well rot­ 
ted form is commercially helpful since 
a few days’ difference in getting the 
truck to market may make a great 
difference in the price received for it. j 
But in the case of dairy and general 
farming the best place for manure to 
rot is under the soil. 
The fertility 
elements which the rotting releases 
are then taken up by plant roots or j 
otherwise conserved. 
There is never 
any loss when manure rots under- ‘ 
ground.

Sheep on the average farm are usu­ 
ally considered a side line, and some­ 
times receive very little attention. 
The rams need flesh and should he 
purchased in good^ breeding condition, \ 
not overlooking the conformation and | 
make-up. 
As a rule breeding animals J 
are thin and underfed, a condition j 
which should not exist. 
Some breeders discriminate against j 
a heavy fleece on the rani, and it is 
indeed burdensome if he lugs it around 
during the breeding season. 
This dif­ 
ficulty, however, can easily he rem­ 
edied by clipping the ram at breeding 
time.

Like most of 
the new draped dresses, this gown has 
In the back a bloused waist above a 
straight skirt, with the waist surplice 
In front draping to the left and the 
skirt following it with a slightly lift­ 
ed line. One of the narrow fur bind­ 
ings new this season, consisting in 
this case of an Inch-wide binding of 
beaver, follows the surplice neckline 
to tie In b huge, flat. French b o w ­ 
knot at the left beltline before it con­ 
tinues on down the overlapped sole 
and around the bottom of the skirt. 
The long bell sleeves over a puffed 
UtUlersleeve also have the narrow edg­ 
ing of heaver.
